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ANNUAL  REPORT,  1 938. 


Your  Committee  have  to  report  a  very  busy  year. 
The  Number  of  admissions  304,  was  22  more  than  in  1937. 
Of  these,  146  were  Radcliffe  Contributors,  11  Royal  Berks 
Contributors,  15  High  Wycombe  contributors  and  28 
Private  Patients.  Patients’  Days  numbered  5898  and  the 
average  stay  per  Patient  was  19.4  days.  Of  the  Patients 
admitted  during  the  year  100  were  Surgical  Cases,  138 
Medical  and  48  Maternity  (29  boys  and  19  girls  were  born 
in  the  Hospital).  50  Operations  were  performed.  18; 
Accidents  were  admitted.  Of  the  Patients  227  were  dis¬ 
charged  cured.  33  relieved.  20  I.S.O.  24  died. 

The  cost  per  Patient  Day  was  6/10.6.  The  cost  of 
maintaining  the  Hospital,  including  ordinary  repairs  and 
decorations  was  £ 2030  being  £44  more  than  last  year. 
The  total  income  was  £2109  :  1 7  : 8  an  increase  of  £59  on 
last  year.  In  addition  there  were  two  legacies  one  of  £100’ 
from  the  late  William  White  and  the  other  “  James  Henry 
Stephens  Bequest  per  Lloyds  Bank  ”  £50. 

Pound  Day  produced  1334  lbs.  of  which  1162  lbs. 
were  collected  by  Teachers  and  Scholars.  £4:17:0  was 
sent  in  cash  as  well,  The  result  of  Egg  Week  Appeal  was 
that  3357  eggs  were  sent  to  the  Hospital.  The  Committee 
wish  to  thank  all  donors  and  also  those  who  so  kindly 
transported  gifts.

The  Committee 
are  most  .grateful  to  the  Architect,  Mr.  H.  T.  Buckland, 
F.R.I.B.A.  who  generously  gave  his  services  and  experience. 
The  builder  was  Mr.  Edwards  of  Lewknor. 

There  still  remains  £64  :  1  :  0  overdraft  at  the  Bank, 
and  the  Committee  regret  to  note  a  further  falling  off  in 
subscriptions. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  has  been  most 
helpful  and  the  Committee  wish  them  every  success  in  the 
collection  for  their  Service  Scheme. 

The  Report  of  the  Linen  League  to  which  the 
Committee  wish  to  call  special  attention  is  on  page/0  The 
League  supplied  the  Hospital  with  all  the  necessary  Linen 
during  the  year.
